Belle Glade Broker To Run 
F ‘+ Series of Tests In 
Everglades Muck 


TO DO AS WAS DONE 
BY MEXICAN GROWERS 
‘Burbank of Pea Industry’ To 
Participate and. Visit 
j Here Next Year 


| Tests of varieties of English peas, 
| will be made at Belle Glade in an 
effort to find or develop a particu- 
lar variety better adapted to the 
muck soils of the Everglades than 
any heretofore grown in this re- 
gion, to bring gbout an expansion 
of the acreage of English peas and 
make the culture of peas an in- 
» dustry yf profit comparable to the 
h . profit that was made by growers 
in’ Mexigo before the . establish- 
ment of the tariff that now giv 
opportunity for large returns to 
growers in the Everglades. 

‘The tests of varieties of English 

peas will be undertaken by*Claude 
W. Gainer, head of the produce, 
firm at Belle Glade that bears his 
name, and will bé carried out un- 
der the supervision of A. G: Gilbo, 
vice president of Rogers Brothers 
Seed Company of Chicago, known 
as the “Burbank of the English 
pea industry." 
" There are 105 commercial vari- 
eties of English peas, Mr. Gilbo 
told Mr. Garner when they met re- 
cently at Idaho Falls, Idaho, where 
Rogers Bros. Seed Company grows 
sseed, and he believes that from. 
that number a variety can be found 
that will give better yield and-be 
of better quality than the Little 
Marvel which is now thé variety 
that does .best in the Glades. 

‘When a big company of Ameri- 
cans began the culture of peas in 
Mexico they consulted Mr, Gilbo 
and he provided the variety of seed 
that made the Mexican adventure 
so successful. The tariff on Mexi- 
can peas gives opportunity, Mr. 
Garner belieVes, for the Mexican 
successes to be duplicated in the 
, Everglades. . 

"Ten varieties of* English peas 
will be planted: In- acre plots—ten 
acres for the ten yarietics; later 
the plantings will be repeated, and 
the twenty’ plots with the ten va- 
rfeties will be growing when Mt. 
Gilbo comes to Belle Glade in Jan- 
wary. 

Mr. Garner thinks it quite prob- 
able that a variety of English pea 
will be found that will be às good 
as the. variety: grown in Mexico, 
where there was a pea of good 
color, well filled out and of heavy 
yield, ‘so superior to the varieties 

. Krowy in the Everglades that it 
brought'a much higher price than 
the Florida produét.
